Do flying moths eat hah s in wools? 
No it is the larvae or little white worms that hatch out of the eggs 
laid bv the flying moths that do the dam age. The eggs hatch in a rew 
days in co m fo rta b ly warm places, so wools left undisturbed where moths 
can get at them may soon be damaged.

corny and stored where Moths cannot possibly reach it. Or it may De 
lured in a cedar chest. Good laundering and dry cleaning leave wools 
free from moths. If they are stored at once where moths cannot reacn 
hem, they will be protected against damage, 


How is clothing mothproofed? 
By spraying it with a mothproofing solution 
which makes it distasteful and inedible to moths. 
First brush the clothing well, then spray it thor­ 
oughly. Do not overlook a single spot. Don’t forget 
seams and folds, the undersurface of collars, under 
buttons, in pockets. Every thread must be covered. 
Blankets, sweaters, and other easily washable wo°*s 
can be immersed (or rinsed) in a solution of a 
proofing compound available for that ourpose. Moth- 
proofed clothing need not be stored out of the 
of moths. Some dry cleaners and laundries offer a 
mothproofing service.
